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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on November 15, 2004, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

2. Specifically, applicant traverses the rejection of claim 2 by asserting that the examiner 
has failed to provide proper motivation to select a satin fabric (Remarks, paragraph spanning 
pages 4-5). This argument has been found persuasive. Although several references were found 
that taught using satin weave fabrics for polishing tapes (i.e., JP 1 1-1 14793, JP 2000-182237, JP 
2001-179595, JP 2001-179594, JP 2001-179588, JP 2002-331465, and US 2004/0162010), none 
of said references were available as prior art against the present application having an effective 
filing date of September 30, 1998. 

3. Applicant also traverses the rejections by asserting the unexpected results obtained from 
the present invention as shown in the specification and the Declaration under 1 . 132 filed April 
26, 2004. In particular, applicant argues that the comparative examples, each of which has a 
variable outside of the range presently claimed, have a lower processing speed and inferior finish 
(Remarks, pages 5-7). In response, it is noted that while some of the comparative examples (i.e., 
4 and 5 of Table 2 and 1-3 of Table 3) possess a processing speed/surface roughness 1 " 5 value of 
greater than or equal to 2 (i.e., a good assessment), said comparative examples do not have a 
satisfactory finish (i.e., no scratch). The only examples that have both the desired processing 
speed/surface roughness 1 5 value and finish are the inventive examples having the claimed fiber 
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denier, pile height, flocking density, and cover factor. Thus, the Declaration is sufficient to 
establish the non-obviousness of the invention. 

4. Hence, the prior art rejection of claims 1 and 2 as set forth in the last Office Action are 
hereby withdrawn. 

5. An updated search of the prior art has produced no new art of record for which to base a 
rejection upon. Therefore, claims 1 and 2 are allowed.
